Mr Tucker said the new Volks- 
wagen distributorship headquar- 
ters will include approximately 
200,000 square feet of floor space, 
a5 compared to the total of 79,362: 
square feet in the present VW head- 


quarters in Waltham, This willbe 
an increase of 264 percent in floor 
space. 

The buildings will be of steel 
construction, faced with pre-cast 
concrete and metal. They will be 
constructed in a campus type set- 
ting, on the heavily wooded proper- 
ty north of Concord Street, Leon 
Safrata, of Willowdale, Ontario, is 
the architect, with Drummey Ro-
